| Do your homework | 
before choosing a 
charter boat 


Alabamians are headed to the beach in record numbers this ‘year. 
One certainly can’t tell gas prices are exorbitant based on the traffic 
headed to Gulf Shores, Destin, Panama City and other Gulf vaca- 


tioning spots. 


Most vacationers who book a charter boat on their vacation will 
have~a pleasant experience. Catching fish is a big part of it, but you 
can still have a lot of fun even if the fish-are not in‘a feeding frenzy. 

A good boat captain can make all the difference in the world when 
it comes to catching fish and making memories. Anglers shouldn't 
just pick a boat out of a brochure, call, and book a trip. This is like 
playing Russian roulette, sometimes you win. and sometimes you 


don’t. 


One of the best sources of information is to ask someone Who has 
fished with a particular captain before. You may be surprised at the 
number of friends you have who have already been on a Gulf fishing 
trip this year. If you know no one tocally who can offer a recom 
mendation, check with bait and tackle shops along the coast. Don't 
be bashful-ask a lot of questions. You will soon get a feel for whether 
they are being honest with you or not. 

Beware of people just hanging around the dock. They tend to rev- 
ommend one of their buddies, who may or may not be an acceptable 
boat captain. Browse around the dock at least a day before you plan 
to book a trip. The overall condition of a boat can, but not always, 
indicate the overall efficiency of a captain. Is it clean? Most of the 
boats | have had good luck on in the past were exceptionally clean 


when we boarded. 


Make sure the boat ts large enough and seaworthy enough to han 
dle adverse Weather conditions that can form without much warning. 
If you are going into the Gulf, one needs to be especially careful in 
choosing a boat. You don’t want to be out in the Gulf on a small boat 


when a squall comes up. 


Before booking a trip, make sure the boat has appropriate tackle 
for the type fishing you will be doing, Check to see if the rods and 
reels are Well maintained, as tackle gets a lot of abuse on a commer 
cial boat, Check to see if the rods are neatly stored-and are spooled 
with relatively new line. One of the best times to check these items 
is When a boat is returning to the dock from a days fishing. This 1s 
also a good time to talk to the fishermen who are departing from i 


boat you are considering using, 


Before leaving, have a clear understanding on how may hours you 
are enutléd to fish, the cost of cleaning your fish, ete. Do a little 
homework and you will tilt the odds in your favor of having a mem

Tomato Spotted Wilt Virus 


Tomato problems are very 


- prevalent this year all around 


Coffee County. The main prob- 
lem facing these plants is a dis- 
ease called tomato spotted wilt 
Virus? 

The. host range of tomato 
‘spotted wilt virus (TSWV) 
extends to more than 170 
species of plants including mapy 
herbaceous ornamentals, in 
more than 35 plant families. 

Symptoms. Tomato plants 
infected with TSWV are stunted 
and often die. Initially, leaves in 
the terminal portion of the plant 
stop growing, become distorted, 
and tum pale green. In young 
leaves, veins thicken and: turn 
purple, causing the leaves to 
appear bronze. Necrotic spots or 


. fing spots frequently’ occur on 


infected leaves. Stems of infect- 
ed plants often have purplish 
brown streaks. Infected fruit 
may exhibit numerous ringspots 
and blotches and may become 
distorted if infected when imma- 
ture. 

Persistence and Transmission, 
TSWV \is usually -spread by 
thrips. Once thrips acquire the 
virus, they remain infective for 
the remainder of their lives (30 
to 45 days). 

Control. Currently, there is no 
effective way to control TSWV. 
Strategies to reduce spread of 
TSWY include the following: 

Control TSWV-intected 
weeds adjacent to the field to 
reduce the source of infection, 
(TSWV can overwinter in 
weeds.) 

Apply systemic insecticides 
to the soil at planting to slow ini- 
tial spread of the virus into the 
field. 

Spray bordering weeds and 
the tomato crop, with insecti- 
cides to suppress thrips popula: 
tions and spread of TSWV. 

Remove and destroy infected 
plants as soon as symptoms 
appear.

Snakes in

Approximately 40° species of 
snakes occur in Alabama, and 
‘only six of these are porsonous. 
Yet these six attract a Jot of atten- 
tion. . / 

Snakes us a group are very bene- 
ficial to humans, especially 
because snakes help control farm 
pests that can transmit diseases. 
Depending on the species, larger 
snakes may feed on rodents, fish, 
frogs, lizards, and-other snakes. 
Smaller snakes feed primarily on 
insects, earthworms, and small 
vertebrates they can overpower. 
These feeding habits apply to_ 
poisonous and non-poisonous 
snakes. Since the majority of 
snakes in Alabama are non-poi- 
sonous and pose no threat to 
humans, their varied feeding 
habits make them valuable to 
have around for rodent and insect 
control. 

Most snakes, such as the com- 
mon king snake, bury their eggs 
under loose dirt or in decaying 
lobs, leaving the young to hatch 
and fend for themselves. Others, 
including the garter snake, give 
birth to a writhing mass of babies. 
Some snakes, the gray rat snake 
for example, are excellent 
climbers. More often than not, 
when someone in Alabama finds 
a snake or shed snake skin in the 
attic, it is some type of rat snake, 
Stout, heavy-bodied snakes, such 
as the eastern diamondback rat- 
Uesnake and other pit vipers, are 
poor climbers. Their bodies are 
simply not designed for climbing, 
and they spend most of their time 
on the grounck

in Alabama are in the pit viper

Alabamians love the sun and 
spend a great deal of time out- 
side - working, planning, exer- 
cising - often in clothing that 
exposes a lot of skin to the sun. 
Most people are now aware that 
too much sun has been linked to 
skin cancer, However, few know 
the degree of risk posed by 
overexposure, and fewer are 
aware that the risks go beyond 
skin cancer: Each year more 
than one million cases of skin 
cancer are diagnosed in the 
United States and one person 
dies every: hour from melanoma 
or non-melanoma skin cancer. 

Overexposure to UV radia- 
tion poses the risk of serious 
health effects for everyone; but 
not: everyone is at risk. For

ultraviolet rays too, There is 
really no such thing as a safe tan 
- all tans cause skin damage. 

The deadliest form of skin 
cancer, called melanoma, killed 
about 7,800 people in the 
United States last year, and that 
number is expected to rise this 
year, Melanoma often strikes 
people who suffer deep, intense 
sunburns, particularly in child- 
hood and adolescence. 

But it’s not too late to prevent 
further damage to the skin - and 
we don't have to give up our 
warm weather fun either. Just 
remember these tips: 


* The first, and best, line of 


defense against the sun is cover- 
ing up. Wear a hat with a three- 
inch brim or a bill facing for- 
ward, sunglasses (look for sun- 
glasses that block 99-100% of 
ultraviolet rays), and cotton

* Stay in the shade whenever 
possible, and avoid sun expo- 
sure during the peak intensity 
hours - between 10 a.m. and 4 
p.m. The risk of tanning and

* Sunscreen with an SPF (sun 
protection factor) of 15 or 
greater should be effective for 
most people. Be sure to apply 
enough sunscreen - about one 
ounce per sitting, 

* Reapply sunscreen every 
two hours, or after swimming or 
sweating. 

* Some self-tanning products 
contain sunscreen, but others 
don’t, so read the labels careful 
ly. In addition, tanning oils o1 
baby oil may make skin look 
shiny and soft, but they provide 
no protection from the sun.

New Brockton Town Council discusses trash pick-up

The New Brockton Town 
Council discussed trash pickup 


'-Monday evening, June 14. dur- ~ 


ing its regular monthly meeting. 

Mayor Charles Cole said 
there have been a lot of com- 
plaints about trash not being 
picked up, and one of the rea- 


‘sons is that residents are not 


separating it properly. 

Cole said there are two differ- 
ent types of trash for pickup: 1) 
Jeaves and limbs and 2) landfill. 
He said these two types must be 
separated because the trash’ is 
carried to two separate loca- 
tions. He added that landfill 
trash 1s only picked up on 
Wednesday. 

' According to the mayor, trash 
not properly separated ‘will not 
be picked up. 

Cole also thanked the county 


‘for cutting limbs along the road- 


ways; however, he said this had 
increased the workload. for the 
street department in regards to 
picking up trash. Therefore, he 
said he felt the council should 
consider hiring some part-time 
help to get the town cleaned up 

No action was taken by the 
council, but council] member 
Vicky Harrison said she would 
like to ask everyone in town to 
pitch in and help. 

Council members reluctantly 
approved a motion to approve a 
résolution for change to the 
downtown sidewalk grant 

Cole said the grant originally 
included work at the senior cen- 
ter and the sidewalks. but in the 
mean tume, the town has done 
the work at the senior center 
Therefore, he said the resolution 
changes the scope of the grant to 
only involve the sidewalks 

Council members discussed 
costs for the city regarding this 
grant, and town clerk Annette 
Williams said the town will 
have to pay an engineering fee 
ranging between $6-8,000, as 
well as, the match portion of the 
grant al approximately $12,000 

Williams’ said the town 
already has the money to cover 


the engineering fee, but funds 
sul] need to be acquired to cover 
the match portion 

“We're sull being told there 
are people that will support the 
project,” Cole Said. “We just 
need to approve it (resolution). 
The money will come.” 

Council member Jody 
Stuckey said he was not com- 
pletely for approving the resolu- 
tion because of the town’s finan- 
cial condition; however, he said 
he would go along with the 
majority. ’ 

Council member Ron 
McMonagle also expressed con- 
cern, especially since the coun- 
cil .had just received an audit 
report revealing the town had 
increased its debt over the past 
four years While operuting at a

Ala 

The administrative order was 
issued June 1], 2004, and 
assessed a civil penalty of 
$50,000 against the facility. 

Dorsey Trailer Company vio- 
lated applicable environmental 
laws and regulations by failing 
to have a copy of the faciliry’s 
A Permit readily available for 
inspecuon, failure to keep emis- 
sions records required by the 
permit, failure to submit records 
requested by the Department, 
failure to respond to a Notice Of 
Violation, failure to submit an 


annual air emissions estimate. 
failure to pay annual emissions 
fees, and failure to submit an 
annual Title V Compliance 
Certification 

In addition to the civil penal- 
ty, the facility will be required to 
pay all outstanding emissions 
feés and will be required to 
Operate the facility in compli- 
ance with ADEM ‘regulations 
and al] applicable Air Permits 
issued to it by the Department 

ADEM = assesses administra 
tive penalues based on’ six 
penalty factors, including the 
seriousness of the violation, the 
Standard of care shown by the 
company, any economic benefit 
obtained by delayed compli 
ance, any prevenuve eflorts, the 
compliance history and the abil 
ity tO pay a penalty
